Another method 
is merely to add sugar to the whole 
milk and to reduce the total quantity 
of food that is taken. 


In such cases, a good deal of addi- 


tional water is given between feed- 
ings. This adds to the 
amount of 


nursing necessary'for the baby. 


An average mixture is one which 


contains about 7 ounces of whole milk, 
3 ounces of water, and 
Vz ounce of 


sugar. Such mixture may be made 
with boiled, fermented, or acidified 
milk. In certain climates, it may be 
preferable to use dried or evaporated 
milk. 


This mixture will give about 20 cal- 


ories to the ounce and contain about 
15 per cent of protein, 35 per cent of 
fat, and 50 per cent of carbohydrate. 
The feeding may be prepared with 
boiled, pasteurized, skimmed, dried, 
evaported, sweetened condensed, or 
fermented milk. There are also spe- 
cial preparations called protein milks, 
acidified milks, and all the different 
proprietary foods. 


The mother should ask her doctor 


what to usef and hov/ to. use it. Babies 
vary in their reactions to these differ- 
ent mixtures. 


If the family is unable to afford a 


visit to a doctor, there are in .most 
large communities suitable infant wel- 
fgre: stations Where complete direc- 
tions concerning artificial feeding are 
supplied, and where visiting nurses 
will oversee preparation of the form- 
ula and teach the mother how to de- 
velop it.

The Last Supper 
* 


Text: Luke 22:7-2i 


The Last Supper—that is, the Pass- 


over meal of which Jesus and His 
disciples partook before His crucifix- 
ion—has* a place of unusual signifi- 
cance in Christian history. In memory 
of it. the church has instituted the 
practice of Holy Communion, its most 
typical and distinctive rite. 
Just how early this was established 


is not clear. The disciples, of course, 
observed each Passover as it came 
around in the years succeeding the 
crucifixion and resurrection of Jesus: 
and, as (hey partook of the meal, it ; 
inevitably became associated with the ( 
Last Supper with the Mater in the 
upper room. 
, Paul's clear reference to communion . 
of bread nncl wine in memory of Jesus , 
makes it plain that, within the first | 
Christian generation, the rite had been j 
fully established. In later times, be- 
sides the distinctly religious and his- 
toric significance oJ the communion 
service, the great literature and art 
that have grown up about the Last 
Supper have made it more distinctive 
in Christian faith and experience. 


There is nothing, however, in lit- 


erature or in art that surpasses the 
simple beauty of the original record 
that constitutes our lesson. Here was 
no formal or prepared banquet. There 
was no decorative background; there 
were no elaborate arrangements. 


An air of mystery seems to mark 


the choice of the room in which Jesus 
and His disciples gathered around the 
table, but the place itself was simply 
a large upper room; and though the 
disciples had 
instructions to make 


ready the Passover, the preparations 
evidently were simple. 


Of the meal itself there is little 


record, but of the emotion with which 
the disciples assembled, and the keen 
spiritual expectancy with which they 
discoursed, we have a very clear im- 
pression. 


The 
impression of mystery was 


strengthened as Jesus passed the cup 
among the disciples, and as He broke 
the bread and gave it to them. His 
own failure Id drink from the cup, 
and His admonition to the disciples to 
at and drink in remembrance of Him, 
with the reference to the new cov- 
enant in Hia blood, must have been 
mpressivc as well as puzzling. 


But the air of mystery changed to 


that of tragedy as Jesus indicated His 
betrayal, and the disciples realized the 
iateful events that were impending. 


We partake of the Lord's Supper to- 


day from the vantage ground of a larg- 
er experience. For us it is not. a sym- 
bol of sadness, but one of triumph. 


Its roots are not all in the past, but 


it reaches out into the largncss of a 
world-wide and ageless fellowship of 
the Christian faithful; and devout be- 
liever partake of the elements of com- 
munion with a consciousness of the 
real presence of Christ. 


Observed in all the 
richness and 


fullness of its reality, there is no oc- 
casion or) assembly in the Christian 
church during which Christians realize 
more vitally the promise of the Master, 
"Where two or three are gathered to- 
gether in My name, there am I in the 
midst."
